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HOW MRS. HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN 
CAME INTO HER OWN. 


(Reprinted by permission of Deuble-

Since the day of Mother Goose’s 
athletic cow that established the 
world’s record in the high jump, no 
cow has basked in the lime light of 
publicity until the present time. Now 
we have Mrs. Holstein-Friesian, and 
she has jumped well and landed square- 
ly on her feet. And thereby hangs a 
tale of big advertising interest, be- 
cause it demonstrates the pull and the 
push and the long reach of the strong 
arm of publicity. 

This igs a story of advertisting the 
milk of the Holstein-Friesian cow con- 
ducted in the interest of that breed 
for the benefit of the Holstein breeders, 
nearly 3,000 of whom are members of 
the Holstein- Friesian Association. 
There was no lack of unbelievers when 
the plan was adopted, which is not 
strange, in view of the fact that it 
was 2 new and untried field, and the 
members, or a+ leas few of them, knew 
the value of real advertising. In fact, 
the idea of establishing the advantages 
of the milk of a certain breed of cattle 


in the minds of the customer, so that 
the milkman would buy that breed 
from the breeder, was a strong test of 
the optimism of professional advertis- 
ing men. 

The credit for the idea belongs to 
Mr. Fred F. Field, the well-known shoe 
manufacturer of Brockton, Mass., fa- 
miliar to magazine readers as the maker 
of the ‘‘Korrect Shape’’ shoes. He 
operates three manufacturing plants, 
directs the great Brockton Fair, and 
fills in his spare moments conducting 
his Dutchland Farm so well that its 
profits last year, it is said, reached 
pretty nearly into five figures. There- 
fore, the Almanack interviewed Mr. 
Field to get the real facts in the case 
of the Holstein Milk campaign. 


‘‘Originally,’’ said Mr. Field, ‘‘I 
owned a herd of Jerseys and other 
breeds. They lived in clean straw up 
to their bellies, were pretty to look at, 
and I thought I had the real thing. 1 
shared the general opinion that Hol- 
steins were too big and gave too much 
milk. At that time I had twin babies 
at home who did not thrive on the 
milk my herd was producing. We were 
so anxious about them that eventually 
we called in Dr. ‘Rotch, the eminent 
specialist in infant-feeding. After 
some experimenting he advised feeding 
the babies on Holstein milk. We fol- 
‘owed his suggestion and the babies 
thrived. That incident set me to study- 
ing the food values of milk. I learned 
that the milk of the Holstein was not 
only better balanced in fat and pro 
seids, but that the globules of fat 
were much smaller and hence more 
easily assimilated. I found that ailnig 
calves of the rich-milk breeds were 
often saved by being fed on the milk 
of Holstein cows. 


‘We developed a herd of first-class 
Holsteins at Dutchland Farm, and 
offered the milk to the trade supplied 
by our teams. The strongest kind of 
prejudice was found to exit. Custo- 
mers called the Holstein cows ‘water 
tanks,’ because of the quantity of milk 
they gave. Then we advertised in the 
local papers, givin, the real facts 
about the milk. The prejudice was 
soon wiped out, and before long the 
demand grew rapidly. 

‘‘In view of this experience, I was 
sure that the same plan could be work- 
ed out in a large way, by educating the 


mothers of the whole country by means 
of advertising in national periodicals. 
The Helstein Associat‘on had a large 
surplus in its tieasury, and it could 
be used to no better advantage than by 
creating a demand for the product of 
its members. The bevefits were sure 
to reach every breeder, especially the 
smaller ones who could not afford, or 
did not know how, to advertise for 
themselves. ’’ 

The success was remarkable, and the 
results came in almost immediately, 
Mr. Field says. In every part of our 
country mothers demanded Holstein 
milk of their milkmen, or wrote to the 
association to find out who sold the 
milk in their town. Milkmen, in turn 
saw the advantage and the necessity of 
owning at least a few of the big black 
and white cattle. At he present time 
Holsteins show an increase of 25 to 5U 
per cent., and the demand is far in excess 
of the supply. For instance, the Dutch- 
land farm sells all the calves it can 
spare at prices ranging from $500 to 
$1,500, and recently ar offer of $10,000 
for twenty heifers has been refused. 

As an example of the way this mag- 
azine advertising has been brought 
directly to the attention of the milk 
dealer, Mr. Upton, the superintendant 
of Mr. Field’s farm, told of a woman 
who lives within sight of the farm. 
Answering a magazine advertisement, 
she wrote to the Association at Brat- 
tleboro, Vt., inquiring where she could 
obtain Holstein milk, was referred to 
her neighbor, and became a customer. 

The copy for this unique campaign 
was produced by Mr. A. W. Ellis, the 
agent who handles the advertising and 
who has worked closely with the asso 
ciation in developing it. It is all writ- 
ten in plain, simple language, but each 
argument used is based on scientific 
fact. And, speaking of the copy, we 


cannot help mentioning, in passing, the 
cow and calf that has appeared in all 
the copy. It is unusual! in being, per 
haps, the only wood-cut used prominent 


ly in a modern campaign of advertis 
ing. It was engraved on wood by Mr. 
Ellis, who is a master of that delight- 
ful but rapidly-dying art.

A YEAR OF GREAT RECORDS. 


In his last report for the official year 
Supt. Gardner says, in part: 





With a year of such great records, 
it ig fitting that the last issue of these 
official reports should close with a 
great list and some broken records. It 
is almost ineredible that any dairy 
cow should have the capacity that 
would enable her to produce over 126 
Ibs. milk in one day, average over 120 
Ibs. per day for a_ period of seven 
days, and over 110 Ibs. per day for a 
period of 30 days; yet with two sep- 
arate verification tests, in which she 
was kept under:constant watch night 
and day, DeKol Queen LaPolka 2nd 
produced in seven consecutive days 
841.8 lbs. milk containing 28.305 Ibs. 
fat, and in thirty consecutive days, 


3,318.9 Ibs. milk containing 113.263 Ibs.. 


fat. She breaks the record for thirty 
days; and it will be noted that tne 
average per cent fat for the shorter 
test was 3.36 per cent. and for the 
3.41 per cent. If the milk 
averaged up with other Holstein-Fries- 
ian milk, the average per cent. of total 
solids, on the basis of 3.36 per cent. 
fat, would be 11.42; and this cow must 
have produced over 96 lbs. of dry mat- 
ter, all digestible, in the 7 days, or at 
the rate of 1334 lbs. per day. It will 
be noted that the selected 7-day period 
began 30 days after freshening. 

Some time ago Ladoga DeKol Paul- 
ine made a seven-day record above 24 
Ibs. fat, and now she appears with a 
thirty-day record of 86.155 Ibs. fat 
from 2,293.7 Ibs. milk; while in DeKol 
Boon Lilith, 24.172 Ibs. fat from 505.5 
Ibs. milk, and ‘Wild Rose Jones 2nd’s 
Piebe, 24.145 Ibs. fat from 584.5 Ibs. 
milk, we add two more cows to the 
24-Ib. list. 

Among the senior four-year-olds, 
Prilly Princess Julia DeKol, 24.355 Ibs. 
fat from 419.8 Ibs. milk in 7 days, 
88.876 Ibs. fat from 1,922.8 Ibs. milk 
in 30 days, gains a place in the coveted 
241b. list, but fails to hold out well 
for the 30-day run.

85.725 lbs. fat from 2,000.9 Ibs. milk 
in 30 days; and Segis Tehee Beets, 
21.305 Ibs. fat from 589.1 Ibs. milk in 
7 days, 88.189 lbs. fat from 2,330.5 Ibs. 
milk in 30 days; show remarkable 
runs. 

Like the aged cow class, the junior 
two-year class shows a remarkable list 
of leaders. At the head stands Cedar 
Lawn DeKol Johanna, 20.697 Ibs. fat 
from 513.7 Ibs. milk, she breaking the 
record and becoming the first junior 
two-year-old to produce in excess of 
20 Ibs. fat; while K. P. Metis stands 
second, with the great record of 18.067 
Ibs. fat from 510.1 Ibs. milk in 7 days, 
75.315 Ibs. fat from 2,025.9 Ibs. milk in 
30 days, and Lady Longfield 4th’s Pet 
third, with 17.305 Ibs. fat from 446.2 
Ibs milk. 


The reeords begun not 
eight months after freshening make a 
fine showing. The senior two-year old 
Ada Cornucopia Posch, that, ealving a 
little under 2 years, 8 months of age, 
produces in the early part of the lacta- 
tion period 9.78 Ibs. fat, now at 267 
days from ealving shows a record of 
10.205 Ibs. fat in 7 days, and 42.327 Ibs. 
fat from 1,379.6 lbs. milk in 30 days; 
thus showing not only that she could 
hold out, but an actual gain in eapac- 
ity. Copia Hengerveld 2nd’s Butter- 
eup, beginning test 296 days from 
ealving, breaks the record in_ this 
division for her class, and then begin- 
ning 383 days from calving closes her 
semi-official year with an official rec- 
ord of 10.766 Ibs. fat from 383 Ibs. 
milk. K. P. Aleartra shows the fine 
record of 11.547 Ibs. fat from 267.4 Ibs. 
milk; the test being begun 282 days 
from freshening. 

But the most remarkable and all 
most incredible record of the year is 
that of Copia Hengerveld 2nd’s But- 
tereup. This heifer, calving at 2 years. 
3 months, 26 days, produced in 365 
days 18,349.3 Ibs. milk containing 
679.95 lbs. of butter fat, showing an 
average of 3.71 per cent fat. Until 
her first official test was begun, 24 days 
after freshening, no exact account was

This bulletin is a treatise upon the 
subject of ‘‘The Substitution of Roots 
for Concentrated Foods in Rations for 
Milk Production, by Elmer S. Savage, 
under the direction of Henry H. Wing. 
It should be found interesting and val- 
uable to breeders of pure bred stock 
and dairymen in general. We subjoin 
the conclusions of the author: 

(1) The amount of dry matter re- 
quired to produce one pound of butter 
fat, taking the average of the results 
of all rations fed in this experiment, 
was 21.83 pounds. 

(2) Less dry matter was required to 
produce one pound of butter fat when 
mangels were fed as a succulent food 
with a full grain ration than with any 
other combination. 

(3) The average cost of one pound 
of butter fat under all conditions was 
22.4 cents. 

(4) The lowest price at which a 
pound of butter fat was produced was 
20.7 cents, with ration I (hay, grain, 
and silage). : 

(5) The cost of one pound of but- 
ter fat with ration II (hay, grain, and 
mangels) This was 
considered too high to be economical. 

(6) The 
with ration ITI (hay, grain, mangels, 
and ration reduced one- 
half by substituting mangels) was 20.75 
cents. Sinee the cost of one pound of 
fat the check group averaged for 
the two years 20.6 cents, ration III was 
eonsidered economieal.

(7) One pound of dry matter in 
mangels is a little more than equal to 
one pound of dry matter in silage. 

(8) One pound of dry matter in 
mangels is equal to one pound of dry 


matter in grain, and mangels may re 


place one-half the ordinary grain ra 


tion with mixed hay and silage. 
(9) Accepting the average price of 


commercial feeding-stuffs at $30 per 


ton, and considering one pound of dry The position of manager of a herd 


matter in mangels equal to one pound 
of dry matter in grain, mangels may be 
used economically in the ration to re- 
place one-half the grain ordinarily fed 
when they can be produced and stored 
ready for feeding at $4 per ton. In 
arriving at this conclusion, the aver- 
age amount of dry matter in grain 1s 
considered to be 90 per cent and in 
mangels to be 12 per cent. 

(10) It would seem to be a safe 
assumption that farmers can raise man- 
gels for $4 per ton and thus reduce 
their feed bill very materially by the 
judicious use of mangels to replace one- 
half of the grain ordinarily fed in the 
ration.

PERFORMANCE CLASS. 


1909 National Dairy Show. 
H. E. Van Norman, 
Secretary and Manager. 

State College, Pa., May llth, 1910- 


The last National Dairy Show in- 
troduced a new class into its premium 
list, which promises to become an im- 
portant factor in the dairy cattle world. 
This was the class ‘‘Cows any age hav- 
ing official yearly records.’’ There has 
been the feeling on the part of many 
that there are two classes of pure-bred 
dairy cattle: Those which win in the 
show ring, and which might or might 
not be profitable producers of milk or 
butter; and a class which are profitable 
producers but could not hope to win 
in the show ring because they lack 
fancy points whick the up-to-date judge 
must require. 

Much as this dual standard had 
been criticized by some and de- 
fended by 
growing sentiment that the great- 
cst good will come ‘to the _ breed- 
ers who recognize both standards and 
seek to develop large producing ani- 
mals having the desirable breed char- 
acteristics and attractive points. 

While not satisfied that it had fully 
solved the problem, the management 
of the National Dairy Show made the 
start by including the new class in its 
premium list. It was judged accord- 
ing to the following rule: 


others, there is a 


‘*In awarding the premius in Class 
12 (cow with official yearly record), 
the judge shall assign each entry a 
definite number of points for confor. 
mation of the basis of 100 for perfect; 
to this shall be added one point for 
each twenty pounds, or fraction there- 
of, of butter fat above 250 for a two 
year old, with an additional minimum 
requirement of one-tenth of a pound 
for each day the heifer is over two 
years old, up to a total of 360 pounds 
minimum requirement for the mature 
cow. Only such records shall be ae- 
cepted as are certified to by the secre- 
tary of the registry association as hav 
ing been made under the supervision 
of an experiment station or agricul- 
tural college, as required for official 
or semi-official tests. A cow scoring 
less than 87 on conformation shall not 
be awarded a premium.’’ 

In each breed the respective score 
ecard of that breed was used as a basis 
for judging conformation. In the 
judgment of the writer the minimum 
score of 87 on conformation should be 
lower. 

To the surprise and gratification of 
all interested, this class brought out a 
goodly number of entries in the 
Guernsey and Jersey breeds, there be-

ing 17 entries in the former and 8 in 
the latter class. 

It has been argued that this class 
was not practicable because of its in- 
terruption to its records in progress. 
However desirable it may be to repeat 
records, most breeders having gotten 
their cows in the official list with a 
year’s creditable record, do not repeat 
and threfore having completed a year’s 
record, their appearance in the show 
ring, fresh within a reasonable time, 
is excellent evidence that their year’s 
record has not hurt them, if with this 
record they combine high individual 
excellence. The appearance in this 
class of the world’s record Jersey not 
only hale and hearty at twelve years 


of age but who actually freshened 
during the show, was evidence of the 
correctness of thig contention. 

The result of this work has already 
borne fruit in that State and local 
fairs are introducing this class. There 
is no reason why local fairs should not 
recognize, on this same basis, the 
grade cow sired by a registered bull of 
a recognized dairy breed and having 
a yearly record made under the super- 
vision of one of the cow test associa- 
tions which have been organized and 
conducted under the plans approved 
by the Dairy Division, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and the several 
agricultural colleges, as these furnish 
impartial records of performance.

HISTORY OF A WESTERN MILK 
‘‘STRIKE.’’ 


I wish to give for the benefit of the 
dairymen of the Eastern States the 
particulars of the fight between the 
Tri-State Dairy Association, which is 
composed of milk and cream producers 
in Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky who 
ship to the Cincinnati market, and the 
Dealers’ Association of Cincinnati. To 
start with the real beginning of this 
movement of the dairymen in this ter- 
ritory to bring about their emancipa- 
tion from the autocratic rule of the 
dealers, from which they had suffered 
in so many other shipping districts, it 
might be well for me_ to state this 
work of education began in 1907. Ow- 
ing to lack of support from the dairy- 
men, the movement did not gain much 
headway; however, the fires of 1907 
were kept smoldering by a few ‘‘agita- 
tors,’’ as the dealers called them. The 
work of education was being pushed 
slowly, but with a certainty that no 
one could doubt the final outcome. In 
February, 1909, I saw the time was 
ripe to begin the movement which 
would put the dairy business on a pay- 
ing basis in this territory, and at a 
call to the Indiana producers a meet- 
ing was held at Milan, Ind. At this 
meeting a temporary organization was 
formed, and steps taken to get the Ohio 
and Kentucky shippers to join this 
movement. We were successful in this, 
for on Apil 1, 1909, representatives 
from Ohio, Kentucky and Indiana met 
in Cincinnati, and organized the Tri- 
State Dairy Association, with the fol- 
lowing officers: President, three vice- 
presidents, general secretary, financial 
Secretary and treasurer. J. W. Kin- 





caid, Glen Rose, Ohio, was elected 
president, and C.°B. Rawlins, Moore’s 
Hill, Ind., was elected general secre- 
tary. 

Plans were made to have a whirlwind 
campaign of organizing during the next 
tew months, so the association would 
be strong enugh to ‘‘suggest’’ prices 
before the Fall price lists were sent 
out by the dealers. Local branches 
were organized at all the larger ship- 
ping stations. These locals then elect- 
ed an advisor to represent their particu- 
lar section, when called to a meeting 
of the advisory board, this board hav- 
ing control of the general poucy of the 
association. We were very successful 
in this campaign of organizing, having 
secured a large majority of the pro- 
ducers by the middle of July, contro:- 
ling two-thirds of the entire output of 
this territory. 

We felt strong enough at this time 
to ask the Dealers’ Association for a 
confernce to discuss the prices for the 
coming nine months. We met with 
a refusal to meet our ~epresentatives 
to consider the situation, claiming we 
did not know anything about the cost 
of production or the cost of handling 
milk in the city. No one will dispute the 
assertion made by the dealers that we 
did not know the cost of production, 
or we would never have tried to pro- 
due¢ milk for the following — prices, 
which the dealers were paying at that 
time. Commencing April 1, $1.30 per 
100, or 11 3-10 cents per gallon, until 
October 1, when the Winter prices be- 
gan, which were $1.62 per 100, or 14 
cents per gallon, delivered at stations 
in Cincinnati, which ‘cost the pro- 
ducers two cents per gallon, leaving 
a net receipt of 9 3-10 and 12 cents per 
gallcn, respectively. After several un- 
successful attempts to meet the deal- 
ers, the Tri-State Association issued 
a price list to the Dealers’ Association, 
declaring 18 cents per gallon, or $2.08 
per 100, delivered at stations in Cin- 
cinnati, to be the association price for 
nine months, commencing August 1, 
1909, and all dealers .efusing to pay 
the asociation price would not receive 
any milk commencing August 1. On 
July 31 each local branch met to re- 
ceive the word from Tri-State head- 
quarters in Cincinnati if they should 


discontinue shipping milk August 1. 
The board having received no ..word 
from any of the dealers by six o’clock 
on this date instructions were. tele- 
phoned to all local branches to act. ac- 
cordingly, and the ‘‘war’’ was on. 
Quite a number of dealers agreed 
to pay the association price after two 
or three days, and they were supplied 
with milk. One of the largest dealers, 
in fact, the ‘‘Borden’’ of Cineinnati, 
is quoted as saying ‘‘The fool farmer 
will never stick, and will be shipping 
milk in three or four days,’’ but’ 1 
want to inform the reader never was 
& man more mistaken than he, for 
those ‘‘fool’’ farmers did not ship him 
a pint of milk until September 1, when 
the Tri-State Association voted to ‘ac 
cept the dealers’ price list of 16:cents 
per gallon, or $1.86 per 1UU, commence- 
ing September 1, until May 1,:1910. It 
is true the dealers refused to recog- 
nize the association in an official man- 
ner, but you will carefully not .we 
were not ‘‘fighting’’ for recognition, 
but tor more money, and we secured 
it. You will further note the Winter 
prices were not set for six months, as 
had been done heretofore, but for eight 
months. The increase in price was 
from $1.62 per 100 to $1.86 per hundred 
for six months, and from $1.30 per 
hundred to $1.86 per 100 for two 
months. Why should the association 
fight for official recognitio, when we 
obtained ‘‘reeognition’’ in such sub- 
stantial and material manner? In 
April we issued notice to the dealers 
we would not accept any prices like 


those that were paid last Summer, and 


without ‘‘recognition’’ they offered 
an average of $1.53 per 100 for the four 
months commencing May 1. This is a 
difference of 23 cents more than last 
year before the birth of the Tri-State 
Association. You ask how much this 
organized effort has benefited the pro- 
ducer in this territory? You will no 
doubt be surprised to learn this has 
been the means for the shippers to 
realize more than $425.000 for their 
products over the preceding year. There 
is no legitimate reason why we should 
not be able to put the dairy business 
on a paying basis if our mvumbers will 
stand as fast and true in the future 
as tney have in the past. I would like, 
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This cow is a wonderful performer 
inasmuch as she was milked up to 6 
weeks of freshening and was giving 
17 lbs. milk a day when I commenced 
drying her off, one-quarter being milk- 
ed continually with a tube, and last 
Lut least, she traveled the show circuit 
last fall, winning her’ share or vhe 
money, being placed four times out of 
five. 

This record also explodes the theory 
that a heavy-record 2-year old will not 
come back in form afterwards; up to 
this year this heifer held all Michigan 
records as a junior 2-year-old, making 
14.4 lbs of fac and 18 Ibs. of butter in 
7 days at 2 yrs. 2 mos. old, freshening 
again in 14 months, she made the cred 
itable record mentioned above.—Dewe)

‘“‘THE MORTGAGE LIFTER.’’ 


In the summary of Official Records 
from December 19, 1909, to January 
3rd, 1910, which we have not space to 
print entire, Supt. Gardner says: 

The Holstein-Friesian cow is often 
spoken of as ‘*The Poor Man’s Cow,’’ 
or as ‘*The Mortgage Lifter;’’ and she 
is thus spoken of because the average 
cow of the breed is such that, with the 
usual good care given by farmer-dairy- 
men, no one ever fails of suceess in 
dairying when using her. In faet, in 
my long acquaintance with the breed 
and its breeders, extending over a 
period of nearly thirty years, I do not 
reeall to mind any Holstein-Friesian 
breeder who has abandoned that breed 
in favor of any other. 

That Holstein-Friesian milk is per 
feetly balanced, so as to be of the 
highest value as a food, has been well 
known for many years; but the im- 
mense amount of food product possible 
of production by Holstein-Friesian cows 
and heifers is not yet well understood. 
In the last issue of these reports, | 
mentioned that the senior three-year- 
old Pietertje Lass 2d’s Johanna had 


produced in 365 consecutive days 
633.63 lbs. fat and 2,183.94 Ibs. of 


solids from 18,134 dbs. milk; while the 
junior two-year-old College Belle Wayne 
has produced in the same time 456.469 
Ibs. fat and 1,580.9 lbs. solids from 
12,698.1 lbs. milk. The former aver- 
aged 5.98 Ibs. of total food solids per 
day, and the latter 4.33 Ibs.; their 
average per cents of total solids being 
12.04 and 12.45 per cent. The secret 
of the great value of Holstein-Friesian 
milk as a food is, in good part, because 
the milk contains a larger amount of 
nutriment in proportion to the fat than 
does the milk of any other breed.

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to suggest to the Eastern dairymen 
that you never will receive a fair and 
equitable price for your products until 
you learn the lesson of organization, 
and a solid front to the ‘‘milk bar- 
ons’’; the only way in which you can 
do this is to join your local associa- 
tions. 

We were taught one very important 
thing during he ‘‘strike’’ last August; 
that is, there should be a National as- 
sociation of milk producers, covering 
every point where market milk is pro- 
duced. Having thig in view, the mat- 
ter was taken up with Jas. P. Grier, 
secretary of the Chicago Associations, 
and an invitation was extended to a 
number of associations to send dele- 
gates to the first annual meeting of the 
Chicago association, which was held in 
Chicago February 7 last, to take ac- 
tion looking towards the launching of a 
National Association of Milk Pro- 
ducers. At this meeting a committee of 
five was eeleted, composed of promin- 
ent producers of five different states, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
New Hampshire, to get in touch with 
the different associations throughout 
the country for the purpose of having 
a delegate meeting of all associations 
at some convenient point this Summer, 
so the National association could be 
organized. At this date a number of 
associations have signified their inten- 
tion of having delegates at this meet- 
ing, and are heartily in favor of this 
move. 

An association of this magnitude 
would have unlimited influence in se- 
curing more remunerative prices for 
the producer, and have influence against 
adverse legislative acts and _ health 
board ordinances which are being 
passed detrimental to the dairymen’s 
interests.

A MENACE TO THE PUBLIC 
HEALTH. 


Jos. A. Arnold, editor and chief of 
the division of publications, United 
States Department of Agriculture, un- 
der date of April 28, writes as follows 
regarding the alarming extent to which 
habit-forming drugs are used and the 
various channels through which they 
reach the public: 

In its effort to protect the innocent 
public against the insidious effects of 
preparations containing drugs injurious 
to health, the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has issued another 
Farmers’ Bulletin treating on the sub- 
ject so nearly connected with public 
health. 
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ifaymers’ Bujletin No. 377, The 
Harmfulness of Headache Mixtures, 
was issued in September, 1909, and 
70,000 copies have been distributed to 
those interested in the subject; now 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 393, Habit- 
Forming Agents: Their Indiscriminate 
Sale and Use a Menace to the Public 
Welfare, giving the results of recent 
investigations by the Department, has 
just been issued as a warning to 
mothers, invalids, and users of medi- 
cated soft drinks, of the dangerous con- 
tents of many of the infant syrups, s0- 
called remedies, and soft drinks con- 
taining cocain, caffein, ete. 

It is almost unbelievable that any 
one, for the sake of a few dollars, would 
coneoet for infant use a_ pernicious 
mixture containing cocain, but several 
such mixtures have been found and 
their names published, together with a 
list of remedies intended for infants 
and containing morphine, codein, opium, 
cannabis indica, heroin, which are wide- 
ly advertised, and are accompanied by 
the assertion that they ‘‘contain noth- 
ing injurious to the youngest babe,’’ 
and that ‘‘mothers need not fear giv- 
ing them, as no bad effects come from 
their continued use,’’ while as a matter 
of fact numerous instances are on rec- 
ord of babies being put to sleep never 
to wake again, or, where they did not 
the more serious effect of 
infant drug addiction was produced. 

Yet the majority of mothers, ig- 
norant of these facts, continue the use 
of these poisons which at least must 
undoubtedly leave their impression on 
the delicate organisms of infants and 
induce tendencies which may develop 
into the evil habit of drug addiction. 

The bulletin contains a list with a 
photograph of the ‘‘original packages’’ 
of some of the soft drinks containing 
eaffein and cola leaf extracts, to which 
it is not uncommon-to find persons ad- 
dicted. It also mentions some of the 
harmful nostrums advertised as cures 
for asthma, catarrh, cold, coughs, con- 
sumption, epilepsy, and the tobacco 
habit, and states that some physicians 
in their prescriptions in treating these 
diseases and in attempting to cure the 
‘‘drug habit’ itself often prescribed 
the very remedies that have produced 
the conditions which it is proposed to 
relieve. 

This bulletin ean be secured by writ-

THE DISASTROUS EFFECTS OF 
PROHIBITION ILLUSTRATED. 


The disastrous (?) effects of prohi- 
bition on a town are strikingly illus- 
trated by the workings of the prohibi- 
tion law in Wilmington, the leading 
North Carolina seaport, last year. The 
law went into effect January 1, 1909, 
and perhaps in no other seaport city 
has it been so well enforced. The re- 
sults are that the number of arrests in 
1909 was only 1,218, as compared with 
1,968 with saloons the year before; in 
spite of increased population, there was 
a decrease in the number of deaths and 
eases of insanity; bank deposits show- 
ed the remarkable increase from 
$7,200,000 to $9,960,000 for the single 
twelve months, the increase in bank 
clearings being greater than for any 
other Southern city exeept Atlanta 
(which is also prohibition); the num- 
ber of building permits and their value 
more than doubled; and in spite of 
losing a $600 license tax on sixty-three 
saloons each (and voting an extra tax 
for schools), the totul tax rate was re- 
duced 8 cents on the $100.
